ful fullback. Horace Moore, pick- 
ing up five and halfback Gordon 
Mattheson accounting for the 
other five. But on the next play 
after the first down, Augusta’s 
star halfback - fullback, Wayne 
Blaylock, (wherever he is need- 
ed) pulled in a Fishburne pass, 
Displaying none of the lethargy 
that later overtook them, the 
Blue Streaks drove through the 
double stripe in three plays. 
Quarterback Wayne (Slim) Hite 
kept for four, and then halfback 
Bob Gevreigan broke away for 
a 23-yard gallop to the Fishburne 
2. From there Blaylock carried 
it over, and side-kicker Bud AI- 
lison’s conversion kick was wide. 


A.M.A. was not able to score 
again on the supposedly outclass 
ed Caissons until early in the 
second quarter. The brightest of- 
fensice play remaining in the first 
quarter was a 19-yard spurt by 
Hite on the next to the last play 
of the quarter. 


But on the last play of the 
quarter halfback Bill Mitchell got 
Augusta off to a nice start in the 
second period with a nine-yard 
gain to the Fishburne 10. Gevrei- 
gan crossed the double stripe in 
short order, but the play was call- 
ed back on a motion penalty 
against Augusta. However, Alli- 
son went the needed 10 yards 
without ado on the very next 
play, and Allison kicked between 
the uprights. 

Few fans dared think that the 
13-0 ball game early in the sec- 
ond quarter would still be around 
at the half. But that is how it 
turned out. A 27-yard gallop by 
Gevreigan was about the only

Elsewhere in this issue appears an article copied from a 
Memphis, Tenn. paper containing remarks made by Gen. 
Chas. S. Roller, Jr., principal of Augusta Military Academy. 
His remarks seem to be quite pertinent and justify wide- 
spread circulation and serious consideration. With the in- 
creased demand upon colleges and universities in the past 
few years, administration has prided itself on the fact that 


they could be quite choosey and select and accept for admit- 
tance only those from the top level of their respective gradu- 
ating classes—the cream of the crop. All cream—and—per- 
haps—just as thick. 

The time has come for a reexamination of this practice 
which has dominated the scene of the offices of the boards of 
admissions. Some Colleges are already admitting that they 
no longer have a well rounded student body. “Book worms” 
as the General said, do not add up to a guarantee of success. 
Other qualities must be put onto the balance. Qualities of 
leadership, prowess in sports, variety of interest, and the old 
fashioned brand of good horse sense often times goes a long 
way toward success in the years after college. 


General Roller has seen them come and he has seen them 
go; boys of every possible physical and mental and make-up 
of disposition. Successful business men, retired army gener- 
als, teachers professions men—all of these have men in their 
ranks who passed through A.M.A. The records will show 
that some among them were not in the top of their classes, 
but possessed other qualities which made for success. 


Perhaps we will see the colleges re-examine their ad- 
mission standards. Not just the cream, but an homoginized 
mixture of the cream and the milk.
